tinually appealed to them. A trus Christian 
ond Churchinan would of course ever take 
advantage of 3 condition like this. To 
those who are uf trac Christians und. true 
churchmen,—to the illiboral and selfish, — 


(and let us hope they are few),—the 
condition of - things must. have * becn 
harmful, as tending. te make them more 
insensible atill of the duty of rendering 
unto God things that are God’s_ But 
we are now informed that it is not ex- 
pediont, to continuo. the existing mode of 
support longer than I imyself remain to 
oflicinte here. And, as the question in no 
way atlécts myself, you will not think my 
humble ‘opinion as to tho desirability or 
othorwise of the change a prejudiced one,— 
as indeed I trust it would not have been 
had the circumstances been different.
